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The Cost of Raw Materials. 


A study of the last census figures regarding manufactures 


gives some interesting results so far as New lingland is con- 
cerned and shows why this region should be particularly at- 
tractive to capital and wage earners alike. 


New England produced in \W) $2,670,065,000 in manu- 


factured goods, which was 12.9 percent, of the total value of 
manufactured products in the United Stales. Notwithstanding 
that New England has practically no raw materials and no 
power fuel, the''value added by her manufacturers to New 
England products in that year was $1,193,768,000. For the 
capital invested this was a greater percentage of increase, than 
for the entire country. 
The percentage of value added per 


capital invested was for the United Slates 53.8 per cent, in 
1899 and,46.3 per cent, in 1909. 
For New England'il was 


50.1 in 1899 and 47.7 in 1909. 


What is (he lesson of Ibis? II shows conclusively-thai New 


England compared with Ihe country as a whole is not losing 
but gaining ground and Ihal Hie comparison of gain was more 
marked in I909 (ban in previous years. 


When it conies to wages liie figures show a grealer relative 


increase for New England Iban for Ihe United Slates as a 
whole. This is undoubtedly due lo Ihe large number of skilled 
mechanics, a decided faclor in increasing New England's 
wealth, because il means grealer value for ils manufactured 
goods. No oilier section produced as large an amount of whal 
is termed "lighl manufacture" or high class goods, comprising 
jewelry, silverware, watches, clocks, typewriters, line cutlery, 
firearms, ammunition, hats, gloves, hools and shoes and rub- 
ber specialties. 


Wages in Ihe Uniled Stales were $3,127,038,000 in 1W) 


againsi $2,008,361,000 in 1890. In New England Ihey were 
$'557,631,000 in I9o 
(), compared with $367,671,000 hi 1899, 


The benefil New England derives from (he economical 


transportation furnished by ils rail and waler lines and their 
various connections is revealed in Ihe figures regarding cosl 
of material. The cosl of material in Ihe Uniled Slates in- 
creased $6,575,851,000 in 1899 lo $12,111,791,000 in 1909, 
an increase of 12.8 per cent, In New England Ihe cosl of ma- 
terials rose from $9()1,o37,000 in 1899 lo $1,176,297,000 in 
1909, an increase of bill 32.2 per cent. This shows Ihal rela- 
lively Ihe New England nianul'aclurers are paying less for 
raw material than the average, amount paid by Ihe manufac- 
turers of Ihe Uniled Stales. 


Considering Ihal New England produces practically no raw 


materials, il is fair lo conclude Ihal as Ibis par! of Ihe country 
docs nol derive any advantage over compelilive buyers of Ihe 
same commodities in like markets, (he relatively lower cosl of 
raw materials lo her manufacturers is almost wholly attribut- 
able lo the economical Iransporlalion of Ihe same.
